Robert Hannegan, 
Former Member 
Of Cabinet, Dead 


ST. LOUIS, Oct. 6.—UP}—Robert 
E. Hannegan, former postmaster 
general and one-time owner of the 
St. Louis Cardinals, died today at 
his home here. 


The cause of his death was not 
Immediately disclosed, but Hanne- 
gan had been in failing health for 
some time. 


His wife was at his bedside. A 
friend who notified the press of 
his death said it occurred between 
9 and 9:30 a. m. (CST). 
Hannegan, who was only 46, gave 
his health as the reason for selling 
his interest in the Cardinals last 
winter. 


Hannegan retired as postmaster 
general in November, 1947, to head 
a syndicate buying the St. Louis 
baseball club. He also had served 
as chairman of the National Demo- 
cratic Committee and directed the 
party's 1944 presidential campaign. 


Before that he was collector of 
Internal revenue, serving In that 
post until he was named postmaster 
general by President Truman In 
1945. 


A prominent Catholic, Hannegan 
was made a Knight of St. Gregory 
grand order of the Holy Cross, by 
Pope Plus XII in 1946. 


Hannegan's last public appear- 
ance was at Kansas City 
last 
Thursday, at a testimonial dinner 
for 
William M. Boyle, 
Jr., new 


chairman of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee. President Tru- 
man attended, and In his talk noted 
that Hannegan "had something to 
do" with Truman's becoming Presi- 
dent. 


When Hannegan sold his part of 
the Cardinals he told reporters he 
wanted to get Into less *trenuous 
activity because of high blood pres- 
sure.

money collected shall be put in a 
sewer fund and be used only for 
Improvements and extensions of 
the city's sewerage system ..and 
disposal plant 


The ordinance making the trash 
and garbage collection- compulso- 
ry states all residences and busi- 
nesses must accept and pay for 
this service. 


Both ordinances carry penalty 
clauses. 


According to the ordinances, 
failure to pay the sawer-servlce 
fee will result In desconneotion 
from the sewerage system, and 
failure to pay for trash and gar- 
bage removal will result in the 
discontinuance of 
such 
service, 
plus a referral to the sanitation 
officer.

Social Security 
Bill Passes House 
With 333-14 Vote 


WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 
6.—UF>— 
Riding a 
triumphant 
333 to 14 
House vote, legislation vastly ex- 
panding the nations Social Security 
program moved over to the Senate 
today. 


It would add 11,000,000 to the 35,- 
000,000 workers now covered by 
old age insurance. 


Chairman George (D-Ga) of the 
Senate finance commltte said the 
Senate Is bound to vote for higher 
security benefits, but will not be 
able to act before the second ses- 
sion of the 81st Congress convenes 
in January. 


The new bill would raise the min- 
imum old age benefit from $10 a 
month to $25. It would increase 
the maximum benefit for an elderly 
couple from $85 to around $126 a 
month. 


In addition to blanketing new 
millions under old age and surviv- 
ors Insurance, for a total of 46,000,- 
000 covered workers, the 201-page 
bill would: 


1. Boost benefits by 70 to 80 per 
cent or more, 


2. Create new disability insur- 
ance, to take care of persons who 
by Illness or accident can never 
work again. 


3. Increase the payroll taxes on 
employe and employer. 
The tax 
would go up from the present ] 
per cent on each, to 1 1-2 per cent 
next year; 2 per cent in 1951; 2 1-2 
per cent in 1980; 3 per cent in 
1965 and to 3 1-4 per cent on each 
In 1970. 


Among new groups wrapped into 
the program are self-employed per- 
sons, domestic servants and em- 
ployes of state and local govern- 
ments. This might mean the insti- 
tution of a stamp book plan for 
750,000 servant* and their house- 
wife employers, to collect the se- 
curity taxes.

Time, at St. Joseph's Infirmary. 


He had been seriously ill for 
several weeks following two oper- 
ations to correct a stomach dis- 
order. 
Three of his four living 


daughters, other relatives 
and, 
several business associates wore 
at his bedside when he died. 


Col, Winn was one of the few 
persons who had seen all 75 of 
the Kentucky Derbies. 
He saw 
the first one as a boy of 12 and 
last May he achieved his life's 
ambition when he attended the 
Diamond Jubilee of the Derby. 
Two years ago Col. wlnn be- 
came critically ill in Chicago, but 
recovered. 
To the raclnjr public Col. Wlnn 


and the Kentucky Derby were 
almost synonymous. 


Through his efforts the Derby's 
continuous history was kept alive 
through two world wars and the 
intervening peace years. 
It was 


ono of his proud accomplishments 
that the Churchill Downs turf 
classic never missed a year dur- 
ing the second World War, oven 
though travel restrictions limited 
some of them to "street car Der- 
bies." 
Despite his advanced years and 
declining health, Colonel Wlnn 
maintained an active interest in 
horse racing, 
As soon as the war was ovor, 
Wlnn announced another Increase 
In the Derby purse—this time to 
$100.000.

he had realized a long-time dream

President Signs 
Foreign Arms Measure Becomes Law 


WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 
«.—UP>— 


President Truman today signed 
the $1,314,010,000 arms aid bill, 
calling U "a notable contribution 
to the collective security of tho 
free nations of the world." 


The legislation authorize* Am- 


erican arms for 14 countries 
In 


Western Europe, the Middle East 
and the Far Pacific to help them 
resist Communism, 
In a statement at the signing 
ceremony at the White House, 
Mr. Truman said: 
"This act Is necessary only be- 
cause of the unsettled conditions 
of the world today which we, in 
concert with many other nations,. 


are striving ot overcome. 
"It is my belief that we "hall 


be successful In these effort* to 
achieve International underotand- 
Ine and to establish, in accord- 
ance with our national policy, .ef- 
fective international contro] and 
reduction of armaments, through 
the United Nations." 
Eight of the countries author- 


ized to get American weapons and 
military 
supplies are European 
partners In the North 
Atlantic 
pact,

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CONTROL OF POLITICS 
In most phases of the cam- 


paign to destroy, the Influ- 
ence of Communism in Am- 
erican life, it is impossible to 
isolate the problem of Com- 
munism and deal with it as 
though it were one simple 
evil, without relation to oth- 
er political questions. We 
cannot escape the fact thnt 
the methods used to deal 
with Communism today will 
become part of our political 
heritage tomorrow. 


One element of the prob- 


lem is the present struggle 
within the Congress of In- 
dustrial Organizations over 
the issue of union leadership 
which is sympathetic with 
Communism. The C. I. 0. na- 
tional leaders some time ago 
embarked ojj. a-compaign to 
drive all pfo-Communist of- 
ficers out of C. I. 0. unions. 
A finish fight now appears 
to be joined between the C. 
I. 0. and the United Electri- 
cal Workers, which has just 
re-elected its top national of- 
ficers, commonly described 
as p r o-Gommunist, a n d 
adopted resolutions demand- 
ing that the C. I. 0. cease its 
attacks against the electrical 
union and its officers. 


The question of Commun- 


ism is immediately Jinvolved; 
and yet much greater mat- 
ters may be at stake. The C. 
I. O. demands that the U. E. 
W. follow the policy of the 
parent organization > onr do- 
mestic political action and 
such related political mat- 
ters as support of the Mar- 
ehall Plan and the Noicth At- 
lantic Pact. It Is conceivable 
that the question really to be 
decided is whether the:'great 
national labor organizations 
should have power to con- 
trol the political policies oi 
member unions , and

becomes a side issue. Most

The governor yesterday sent this 
telegram to U. S. Senator Joseph 
O'Mahoney, chairman of the sub-

tldelands legislation: 


"I wish to express the strong and 


continuing interest of Texas in ac- 
tion by congress that would pre- 
serve and safeguard the well-estab- 
lished rights of the States to their 
offshore submerged lands.

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HEBREW PROPHETS' WORDS ARE 
\ APPLICABLE TO MODERN WORLD 


Isaiah And Jeremiah Attacked Outward 
Shows And Hyprocrisy—Warned Of Neces- 
sity For Sincere Worship To Avoid Calamity 
—Hope For Future If Reforms Carried Out

Although they lived more than 
twenty-five hundred years ago, the 
Hebrew prophets, Isulali and Jere- 
miah, had great truths to proclaim 
just as vital to the modern Amer- 
tcfts an to their own contemporar- 
ies. Both these great Old Testa- 
ment writers attacked' the shams, 
hyproerlsy. and Insincerity of their 
age. Both warned of destruction 
If the people did not reform. Both 
held out hope for God's forgiveness 
It they did. 


Ritual Not Enough. 
Isaiah 
particularly condemned 


the attempt to please God by sac- 
rifice and ritual Instead of by an 
upright life. 
"What use Is the 
multitude of your sacrifices? salth 
the Lord....I will not hear; vour 
hands ar0 full of blood.... Cease 
to do evil; learn to do well." 
This Is a peculiarly modern ad- 
monition. Many people whose pri- 
vate lives are unacceptable or even 
vile seek recognition by God and 
man as outstanding citizens. They 
seok to hide thplr dctlcenccs by 
great attenton to outward forms: 
church attendance, large offerings, 
contributions tn charities, activi- 
ties In the community, pious ut- 
tflrancos In public. Men may be 
fooled by these deceptions: God Is 
not. Isaiah's Modern Attitude. 
Isaiah's view Is as modern as 
ours. He wag a city man, living 
his ]lfe In his nations' capital, Jeru- 
salem. Ho had an unusually long 
career, serving his country 
ami 


Jehovah for more than 40 years, 
through the reigns of four'kings. 
From first to last, he was a pa- 
triot. He loved Jerusalem and Ju- 
dah with In Intenfp loyalty. All .his 
best powors were freely at the dis- 
posal of king and nation. What- 
ever ha hed received as the truth 
of God, whether In praise 
or 


blame, he freely and fearlessly 
uttered. 
To him. reltelon was no mere 
thing of formalism and ritual. His 
denunciation of the arid, sclfsh 
cccleslastlclsm 
of contemporary 
Judaism hits hard at some modern 
conditions. 
His voice was one 
with those of his fellow prophets 
In excoriating feasts and sacrifices 
and forms, when, as ho said, "your 
hands are full of blood." 
He 
quntes the Lord as saying, "Learn 
to do well; seek judgment, relieve 
the oppressed, judeo the fatherless, 
plead for thn widow." 
Jeremiah's Views Similar. 
The first requisite of a prophet 
Is a high and holy call. Like Isla- 
nb. the prophet Jeremiah lived 
only'to carry the messages given 
hlni by God. 
Among the mighty orgnn-toned 


voices that 
have echoed down 


from the pro-Christian era, one of 
the most striking Is Jeremiah's. 
He too emphasizes the immediate 
need for thorough reform. It does 
no good, Jerominh warned, to go 
throvyh the motions of worship- 
ing God when there Is no roal 
worship In the heart, and no rey- 
orenco for God shown In daily life. 
"Amend your ways and your do- 
Ings. ."Trust 
ye not In 
lying 
words saying, Thp temple of the 
Ijorrt. The temple of the. Lord, the 
temple of the Lord 
For If ye 


thorourjilv amend your ways 
If 
ye thoroughly execute judgment 
"... 
then will I excuse you to 


dwell In this place, In the land 
that I gave to your -fathers, for 
ever and ever." 
' 
Jeremiah knew that outward ap 
poarances wera ho substitute for 
Inward soundness—that words of 
holiness were worthless 
unless 
backed up by deeds of holiness 


Ksnentlnl to Know God. 
Both Isaiah and Jeremiah based 
their solemn warnings on their 
Intimate knowledge of God, They 


wore profoundly conscious of God. 
That wai the whole source of their 
power. Having looked upon His 
glory and majesty, 
tand having 
caught a sense of His purity and 
power and justice and love, they 
saw all else In proportion. From, 
the nature of the Lord Himself 
flowed their Indictment of the 
evils prevalent among men. 


Therein is the vitality of the 
message of th«s« prohpets: One 
clear glimpse of God will 
do 
more to translate empty ritual In- 
to genuine and deej>-seatod rever- 
ence than anything else In the 
world. Only a realization of the 
Divine character and • law 
can 
make men just and kind and pure. 


A Note of Hone, 
Because isalah and Jeremiah 
were given such clear Intimations 
of the cheractor of God, their 
messages contain not only the ter- 
rible warning, of God's anger, but 
also the hope of His forgiveness. 
Both proclaimed God's desire that 
men. reform and enjoy His favor. 


With his countrv beset by en- 
emies. Jeremiah nevertheless prom- 
ised his people that If they would 
amend their ways and "oppress 
not the stranger, the fatherless, 
and the widow, and shod not In- 
nocent blood," God would main- 
tain them In their own land. 
So It was with Isaiah. Never for 
an Instant was there absent from 
Isaiah's thought the truth of the 
vearnlng, compassionate love of 
God for His' wayward children. 
In this lesson, we have the grea,t 
Oospsl Invitation, with Its truth of 
hope and restoration, from 
the 
Father heart of Jehovah: "Come 
now, 
and let us' reason together, 


salth the Tx>rd: Though your sins 
be as scarlet, they shall be 
as 


white as snow; though they be 
red like crimson, they eha.ll be 
wool."

Involving these three questions 
will bo submitted to Texas voters 
at a special election Nov. S. The 
proposition, No. 2 on tho ballot, 
reads as follows: 
"For (against) the constitution- 
al amendment delatlvo to sessions 
of the legislature and to compens- 
ation of Us members." 
Opponents of 
tho amendment 


have protested In court that the 
dlscrilptlon of Its contents, as giv- 
en on the ballot, is inadequate. 


They say it is not sufficient to 


let voters know what they are 
voting on. They also contend that 
submission of more than one ques- 
tion for a single answer Is Illegal. 
Champions of the proposal say 
that persons going to the polls 
•hould already gnow tho detailed 
provisions of the amendment as 
a result of hearing debates or 
reading news stories 
about 
it. 
They say the questions Involve 
related subjects and can be an- 
swered with a slngel "yes" or 
"no." 
The district court ruled In fa- 
vor of tho state when It refused 
Ihe request of three Dallas county 
Citizens that the amendment be 
kept off tho ballot.

State of Texas authorizing the 
legislature to provide for the es- 
tablishment and creation of hos- 
pital districts." 
This was another Instance of 


statewide action being suggested 
in order to solve a local problem. 


Robert B. Green Memorial Hos- 


pital, a city-county hospital In 
San Antonio is supported by a 10- 
cent property tax. Tha4 Is the 
maximum the commissioners court 
is authorized to levy. The legisla- 
ture had no power to pass a law 
increasing the rate. 
A constitu- 


tional amendment was the only 
route by which taxes could be 
authorized. 
There was little legislative argu- 


ment over the measure. Backers 
said the amendment would not 
only help San Antlonlo and Bexar 
county, but also would 
permit 


counties 
In sparsely 
populated 


areas of the state to set up cen- 
trally located hospitals to meet 
their needs. 
A few opponents contended that 
the Idea of creating districts con- 
taining several counties would not 
work. Taxpayers would not want 
to support a hospital located out- 
side their county, they argued. 
There was also some opposition 


because the amendment would not 
limit the tax rate which the leg- 
islature could set. This argument 
wag offset somewhat when pro- 
ponents pointed out that a dis- 
trict could hot be created without 
approval of the people In the dis- 
trict. 
The city-county 
health 
unit 
amendment is No. 5 on the ballot. 
It roads as follows: 
"FOR (AGAINST) the constitu- 


tional amendment authorizing' the 
legislature to pass laws for - the 
creation and operation of city- 
county health units and to author- 
ize cities and counties to vote a 
tax In support thereof." 
Tho legislature would be given 


power to authorize counties 
to 


levy a tax of not more than 
20 
cents on the $100 valuation to 
finance the health units. The tax 
would be levied only on county 
valuations. 
Texa* has had city-county health 


units since the mld-1930's. Forty- 
seven are now .In operation, serv- 
ing about 80 to 60 percent of the 
state's population, Dr. Georce W. 
Cox, state health officer, reported.

money from city and county gen- 
era! funds to keep them going. 
The amendment would Rive units 
an Independent source of revenue.

Here's what each person con- 
templating matrimony—both man 
and woman—must do to get a li- 
cense: • • 
• 
Go to a licensed physician for a 
medical examination. 
The physician will take blood 
specimens and forward them to one 
of 'the approved laboratories list- 
ed by the State Board of Health. 
The laboratory makes a confiden- 
tial report on the test to the phy- 
sician and to the State Board of 
Health and transmits the certifi- 
cate to,the physician. 


The physician completes the cer- 


tificate form and gives It to the 
applicant, who In turn elves it to 
the county clerk, who issues, the 
license. 


There Is one exception under the 


law. 
Any judge of a county or 
district court within the county in 
which the license Is to be issued 
may waive the requirements as to 
medical examinations and labora- 
tory tests. But the judge must be 
satisfied by proof that sufficient 
cause for such action exists and 
that the public health and welfare 
will not be 
Injuriously 
affected 
thereby, the law states.

Contract for the dirt and drain- 
age structures on 9.492 mile* of 
farm-market 
road 
In Northeast 


Navarro county Is scheduled to 
be let by the Texas Highway com- 
mission, October 18, occordlng to 
an advertisement by the high- 
way department. 


This will be the 
first 
actual 


construction on the highway that 
eventually will extend from Cor- 
sicana. to Mabank through North- 
east Navarro county, across the 
northwest tip of Henderson coun- 
ty and then to existing highways 
In the vicinity of Mabank, Kauf- 
man county.

west of Powell and extends In a 
northeasterly 
direction 
to 
near 


Montfort and then a tie-In road 
to Montfort, for this letting. 


The 
Streetman-Blrdston 
and 


Pursely 
farm-to-market 
roads 


have been finished with the ex- 
ception of the final "shooting" 
of the surfacing and the approx- 
imately 6 miles from Highway 22 
west of Frost to Emmett Is be- 
ing constructed—work being start- 
ed last week. The sand for the 
project is being hauled from the 
Wolfe Creek area between Raleigh 
ando Brushy Prairie on the Em- 
mett-Corslcana road.

Improvement Of 
Navarro 
Pastures 


County 
Urged 


"With the number of cattle In- 


creasing in Navarro county, we 
should start Improving our 
pas- 


tures at once," Wm. W. Low, vo- 
cational agriculture Instructor at 
Dawson, said here Monday. 


"Forty years ago most of the 


land was covered with native tall 
grass," he added. "Now all of the 
native grass left is in parks and 
small meadows." 


In a "news report" to th« Na- 


varro County Vocational Training 
School, Low reported: 


"A good pasture should contain 


both legumes and grass. The leg- 
umes are high in food value' and 
build up the soil to help the grass 
grow. The good grasses supply a 
large amount of good roughage." 


The instructor listed these six 


steps 
In a pasture improvement 
program.: 


1. Seed pasture Into a soil build- 


ing crop (such as hairy vetch) 
with 200 to 400 pounds of super 
phosphate per acre. 


2. Turn green soil building crop 
under. 


S. Sow seed Into a good i«ed 


bed. 


4. Protect grass so It can go 
to seed the first year. 


5. Graze grass lightly after it 
gets seed to' allow livestock to 
spread seed. 


6. Let grass make 30 per cent 


seed production each year. 


"No matter how good a pasture 


you have, it can and will be 
killed if over-grazed," said Low.
